Ministers have the greatest calling of 
anybody in the world, the highest and 
most sacred calling one can receive.

But, if God has called 
you as a special servant of His, to 
preach the gospel, and you do the 
things I tell you, you are bound 
to be a successful minister. If 
you find you have made a mis- 
take in your calling, it is no dis- 
grace to quit and go back and 
make a good loyal member. 

Another thing, the minister

needs a special ‘anointing from 
the Lord. There is a place in your 
life that if God has called you 
in the ministry and you are just 
paddling around the edge, go off 
somewhere, get on your knees 
and stay there until you feel that 
the Spirit of the Lord is upon 
you. Unless you have the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit your ministry 
will not be in demand. Maybe 
you haven’t had the anointing. 
He said, “Ye shall receive pow- 
er, after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you,” and if you have 
the calling the Spirit is upon 
you, you have the title for 
power, power for service; you 
have a right to it. You can’t 
make a success without a special 
anointing to get started right. 
If you don’t have the anointing, 
that doesn’t mean that you have 





to follow Him, saying that He would 
make them fishers of men. There is 
no record that they talked very much 
about it but simply followed Him. 
Their nets were that with which they 
made their living but they left what they 
had and followed Him. 

The first thing in becoming a success- 
ful minister of the gospel is to realize 
that the preaching of the gospel is the 
most important thing in life. Preaching 
should come first and secular labor be 
only a side line, if it is necessary to engage 
in secular labor at all. If you make 
preaching the side line, you will not be 
successful. 

The minister not only has the greatest 
calling but the greatest charge. The Lord 
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fill that we have done all the Lord asks 
us to do. Yes, we have a great calling and 
a great charge; we have a great field be- 
fore us and the greatest message in all 
the world, and we just must be success- 
ful ministers. 

In 1927 I attended my first Assembly. 
Brother Johnson preached and he fell un- 
der the power and lay for some time. I 
thought he was a great preacher and that 
some day I would be just as great preach- 
er as he is. I am not satisfied to be the tail 
end of anything. I have started for the 
head. If I were a farmer, I would want 
to be among the best; if I worked in the 
factory I would want to be in the head 
rank. 

I didn’t have much to leave when the 


to quit. Pray until you get the anointing, 
if you are sure you have been called. 

If you are not in demand, it may be 
because you don’t stay in your place or 
calling. The scripture we read from 
Ephesians says that He gave some, 
apostles; some, prophets; some, evange- 
lists, and some, pastors and teachers. The 
reason some are not in demand for higher 
places is because they are just not quali- 
fied. Some wonder why they are not the 
district overseer, or why they do not get 
the best church on the district to pastor. 
It may be because they are not qualified. 
But, if we were all General Overseers, 
who would do the other work? The reason 
some are not in demand may be because

Aged Min- ONE OF the 
isters more beautiful 
services at the 
Assembly was the Aged Min- 
isters’ Service. On Saturday 
morning at 10:55 more than 
fifty of these old soldiers of 
the cross above the age of six- 
ty years were seated on the 
platform. Rev. E. M. Tapley, 
pastor of the Church of God, 
Knoxville, Tennessee, ad- 
dressed the aged ministers on 
the subject “A Tribute to the 
Pioneers.” The message was 
greatly enjoyed and a glowing 
tribute was paid to those who 
had pioneered in the work of 
the Church. At the close of 


the address, several of the 
older ministers gave short 
testimonies and two of them sang special songs, one of the

Answer: The scripture referred to is i 
Timothy 5:8 and reads as follows: “But 
if any provide not for his own, and espe- 
cially for those of his own house, he hath 
denied the faith, and is worse than an in- 
fidel.””

Paul was speaking to 
Timothy relative to his work among his 
church members. The word “infidel” is 
taken from the Greek word “‘apistos” and 
means “‘disbeliever” or “without faith.” 
Paul literally means that there are those 
who do not even profess Christianity that 
will take care of their own household. In 
this act, those who profess Christianity 
and fail are worse than those who disbe- 
lieve and yet make provisions for their 
own. 

Question: Please explain why some peo- 
ple in the Church or in the Evangel, by 
way of testimony, say “I am proud of this 
and that, or that I belong here or there.” 
Please read James 4:6, 10; Mal. 4:1. 
Thank you.—J. S. 


Answer: J. S. also sends in another 
criticizing question and undertakes to an- 
swer it. We do not usually publish these 
in the Evangel but it seems that possi- 
bly the editor should venture on this one. 
The word “‘proud” means feeling or man- 
ifesting pride, possessing or showing too 
great self-esteem, hence arrogant and 
haughty. It is this definition to which the 
scriptures cited refer, but we find also 
that the word “proud” means being high- 
ly pleased, as being proud of one’s coun- 
try; or a sense of admiration. It is in this 
sense that Church of God people use the 
word “proud,” that they admire the 
Church to which they belong, that they 
are highly pleased with the experience that 
they have, etc., hence, J. S., we must take 
people at what they mean and not try to 
criticize people on technical definitions. 
It is all right for one to be proud of his 
country, proud of his God, proud of his 
salvation but not proud of himself, arro- 
gant and haughty. 

Question: Does the Church deem it 
wrong or unchristian to comply with and 
receive payments resulting from compli- 
ance with the AAA Farm Program 
known as Soil Conservation? 

Answer: The Church of God certainly 
has no ruling against complying with 
regulations of the governmental depart- 
ments. If the government has made pro-

Among the discredited things of the 
Scriptures, by some of the worldly wise 
of today, are visions and dreams.

Gorge and Olimpia, two children of 
the Indian pastor in San Francisco 
el Alto, were sitting together in their 
father’s adobe home talking about 
the wonderful manifestations of 
God’s Spirit which they had wit- 
nessed in the meeting in San Cristo- 
bal. 

Don Carlos, the missionary, 
leading the meeting, or trying to. 
But the singing was lame, lop-sided 
and out of tune, the preaching 
forced and flat, the meeting dry and 
dead. In desperation the mission- 
ary had invited the whole congrega- 
tion to the altar, a large one, for this 
was a special assembly with believers 
gathered in from all over the depart- 
ment. And in obedience they all 
came, but no one seemed to be inter- 
ested, no one seeking the Lord, and, 
adding to the missionary’s troubles, 
some children began to play among 
the seats and so attract the attention 
of those at the altar. A brother saw 
this difficulty and, instead of scolding 
the children, took them into a side room 
and got them down on their knees to 
pray.

They were 
dancing with their hands up in the air and 
their eyes shut, jumping up and down, 
and yelling at the top of their voices in 
other tongues. Very few of our Indians 
ever fall down under the power of the 
Spirit.

But one 
little girl fell and lay on the floor. The 
missionary, fearing that someone might 
tramp on her, picked her up in his arms

and carried her into another room where 
he placed her on the floor and left her 
alone. But soon a little boy hunted him 
up and said, 

“Juana wants to tell you something.” 

The missionary returned with the little 
boy and they two sat down on the dirt 
floor alongside Juana and listened while 
she recounted her vision. Sitting there 
between two little Indian children, as 
Juana described Jesus sitting on a beau- 
tiful big chair and how He had called her 
to His side and placed His hand on her 
head and spoken to her, was like having 
a front seat in Heaven. 

This meeting, the Lord’s own meeting, 
began about two o’clock in the afternoon 
and kept up throughout the night until 
the next morning. Hardened sinners and 
rebellious backsliders knelt, confessing 





their sins and reconsecrating their lives, 
and only the Lord Himself knows how 
many received the Holy Ghost according 
to the Lord’s own pattern, Acts 2:4. 
Gorge and Olimpia were sitting to- 
gether talking about the wonders of this 
meeting and they both wanted the Holy 
Ghost.

These the people received, tore up 
and trampled underfoot. Grieved and 
broken-hearted he went to the Lord and 
asked, 

“Why is this?” 

A little child appeared before him, in 
vision, with hands outstretched, and in 
its hands bread surrounded by some white 
substance, and said, 

“Take this.”

ports of any damage. The disturbance was 
noted moderately in Santiago.” 

“Santiago, Chile, October 4.—Several 
buildings were destroyed or damaged by 
a series of earthquakes which shook 
Chile’s northern provinces today, the Min- 
istry of Interior announced. The 
shocks, apparently strongest in the region 
of Iquique, were felt intermittently over 
a period of six hours. Twenty-four houses 
were shaken down at Humberstone ni- 
trate field in Tarapca Province and six- 
teen other buildings and the post office 
were damaged at Port Pisagua. Addition- 
al damage was reported at Huara nitrate 
field at Tarapaca. At Iquique the strong- 
est of the shocks sent most of the city’s 
40,000 inhabitants into the streets in pan- 
ic. 

The above series of quakes, lasting over 
a period of five days, is unmistakably the 
hand of God penning another warning to 
the peoples of the earth to prepare for the 
outpouring of His unmitigated wrath 
upon those who have rejected and despised 
the Sacrifice of Calvary.

Demand

they are not willing to serve where they 
are qualified to serve. God won’t forget 
you and if you pray and do your best and 
find your place in the Church, your min- 
istry will be in demand. 

Now a word to the younger ministers. 
Be willing to serve where you are asked 
to serve. God has called us to go into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature, but the reason I don’t offer my 
service to go to a foreign field is because 
I am not qualified. But God is just as 
great in one place as another and if you 
are asked to pastor a place that is not the 
best place on the district, take the next 
best, do your best and be satisfied. Be 
willing to serve where your service is in 
demand. 

If you are not a successful minister, 
maybe it is because you are an imitator. 
When David killed the Philistine giant, 
he took something besides a sling. He was 
not dressed up in Saul’s armor but he had 
an experience behind him. He slew the 
lion and the bear and he said, ‘‘God stood 
by me then and he will give me victory 
over this uncircumcised Philistine.” If you 
will stay in the little place where God 
has placed you, you will come out better. 

The Bible tells us that some men went 
down to a certain place and found a man 
bound by an evil spirit and they com- 
manded it to come out of him. The evil 
spirit in the man said, “Jesus I know, and 
Paul I know; but who are ye?” And the 
man in whom the evil spirit was, leaped 
on them and they had to run out of the 
house naked and wounded. You can’t 
imitate and put this thing over. Very few 
have special revelations from the Lord 
but we have to study and learn all we can. 
It is all right to have outlines but study 
them until they become a part of you, 
then deliver them in your own words. If 
you don’t you might get all your dignity 
and pride knocked out of you. Don’t try 
to be an imitator. 

The successful minister must be a serv- 
ant of all. The state overseer must recog- 
nize the fellow that pastors the little 
church just the same as he does the pastor 
of the large church; not necessarily put 
him in the front of the battle but do as 
much for him as you do the other. Then 
the pastor should consider the man of low 
degree as much as the one a little higher. 
Don’t have consideration just for the one 
who can pay the most tithes. If you do 
your ministry won’t be what God wants 
it to be. 

If you are not successful, maybe you 
are just catering to a few in your church. 
This will hinder your ministry. 

The reason some are not in demand is 
because they are horse-and-buggy preach- 
ers. They want to go back twenty-five 
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years and say the Church is not like it 
was back then. No, the Church isn’t like 
it was even fourteen years ago. We are 
going forward and I don’t want to go 
back. I am afraid some of our preachers 
are whining around too much. They say, 
“We are being pushed off in the corner. 
We bore the toil in the heat of the day 
and we are now pushed off.” Brother, 
what would you think of me if I were to 
use a horse and buggy to drive over the 
state and see about the work when I can 
get in that late model car and make it in 
third of the time? You were once at the 
top but the younger fellows have grown 
up all around you and crowded you out. 
Go forward, don’t go back. You must 
keep step. Keep marching if you want to 
be a successful minister. You fellows who 
are at the top now just as well get ready 
for it because others are qualifying for 
your job. You had better be good to us 
for we will sit in your chair some day 
and be over you. We are going forward. 


The reason some are not in demand is 
because they won’t study. They are too 
lazy. They want to hang around town or 
around the house or go fishing or hunting 
but we need to study the Word of God. 
We must have a new and fresh message 
from heaven or have it renewed in our 
souls each time, if we are successful. You 
may have outlines but get freshness from 
heaven. 

The reason some are not in demand is 
because they grouch and complain about 
every program that the Church puts on. 
But, brother, all we have to do if we want 
to raise a hundred dollars is to give the 
first ten. Some are afraid to give away a 
dollar when they get hold of one but you 
try and see if you can outgive God. The 
husbandman must first be partaker of the 
fruit. If you want your church to give, 
give more than you expect them to give. 
You will get it back. Maybe you are a 
tightwad yourself and afraid to put the 
program over. 

Maybe you are not willing to endure 
hardness, is the reason you are not suc- 
cessful and your services not in demand. 
Paul told Timothy, ‘Thou therefore, my 
son, be strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus. And the things that thou 
hast heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful men, 
who shall be able to teach others also. 
Thou therefore endure hardness, as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ,” 2 Tim. 2:1-3. 
Maybe you are looking for a soft place. 

If your ministry is not in demand, 
maybe your conduct is not right. Maybe 
you are one who when a certain little 
sister had to walk you happened along in 
your car and had to pick her up. Yes, 
maybe you have a certain little sweet- 
heart in town whose company you like to 
be in. You like to be with her. You let 
some little old flirt sap your victory and 


bring you down in shame and then cry, 
“They have put me on the shelf.” I[ 
don’t mean to say that everybody who is 
not in demand is that kind but some of 
them are. If you can’t get by any other 
way just be a man about it and refuse 
to let the devil trap you. If you haul some 
little old flapper around and you get put 
on the shelf, don’t come to the Assembly 
and whine around about it. Samson, the 
strongest man who ever lived, was rocked 
to sleep in a woman’s lap. The sweet sing- 
er of Israel, the happiest man in the Old 
Testament, was carried away by his sin- 
ful lust. Saul went after his ungodly 
women and lost out with God. You can’t 
be successful and not keep your conduct 
right. 


The reason some of us lose our respect 
in the ministry is because we live a way 
above our income. Some, when they leave 
town, leave a lot of debts they can’t meet. 
But, brother, we should live within our 
incomes. If you get $15.00 a week live on 
$15.00, but don’t try to live on $15.00 
when you only get $5.00. That is not 
hard to do. 

Now, as a summary, I say that if you 
have the call of God; if His anointing is 
upon you; if you are willing to stay in 
your place, seeking for God to use you
